Washington, March 4.—The govern­ 
ment officials are waiting to hear from 
the board ofjnquiry into the cause of 
the Maine disaster, and while waiting 
preparations are going forward for the 
equipment of the army and navy. 


The e.\plosion occurred on tiie even­ 
ing of February 15, and Secretary Long 
is emphatic in his statement that no 
information received at the navy de­ 
partment has been withheld from the 
country. 


There is less war talk on the surface 
in Washington than there was two 
weeks ago but there is a more tirm de­ 
termination than ever to see that Spain 
is dealt with according to her deserts. 


Japan AchinR- to W hip Spain. 


Chicago, March 4.—(Special dispatch 
to the Chronicle.)—'Either Japan will 
at the proper time make a demand that 
indemnity for her dead seamen, who 
lost their lives iu the Maine, shall be 
included in any plan that the United 
States may present to Spain for the 
setllemeni of the Maine atTalr or she 
will ask for that indemnity from the 
United States direct. 


The important feature of the dis- 
discovery is that it gives Japan a direct 
interest in tlie solution of the Maine 
mystery, if it can be called such in the 
light of recent developments. Japan 
will be almost as much interested in 
punistiing Spain for the outrage as 
the United States, and if the result 
should be war Japan 
would, it is 
thought here, be very glad to take a 
hand iu it as the ally of the United 
States. 


Her new navy and her army, both of 
which are an.xious for a light, would 
welcome the conflict and would be a 
great addition to our comparatively 
weak force in the l*acific. 


The Japanese government has long 
been suspected oi coveting the Philip­ 
pine islands and this would furnish an 
e.xcellent oj>i)ortunily for gaining pos­ 
session of them. 


It is even said that if the spirit of 
Wall street siiouid so influence the 
United Stales government as to make 
it adopt the ••peace-at-any-price” pol­ 
icy the Jajjanese yovernmeni might, if 
there was proved to be good grounds 
for the belief in Spanish ti-eachery as 
the cause of the *Maiue’s destrucLlon, 
take action herself against Spain to 
avenge the niiu’der of Ijer citizens and 
thus shume tlie great Auioricau repub­ 
lic.

Benjamin Franklin King, one of the 
earliest citizens of St, Joseph, died at 
his home on Park street yesterday af­ 
ternoon at 5:15 o'clock of B right’s dis­ 
ease, aged 73 years. 


Mr. King was boro la New York 
state iu 1825 and moved to St. Jo­ 
seph when

man.

was one of tbe flrst merchants of 
the 
town, 
has 
been 
postmaster, 
justice of the peace and in fact held 
several high positions. He was tbe 
father of the late poet **Ben’-King.

People H ad G reat Confidence in the Late 
Banking Commissioner, J. E. 


Just. 


Lansing, March 3—-Several disastrous 
bank failures have occurred in Michi­ 
gan in the last few years, but none of 
them called out as much comment as 
has the recent failure of the private 
banking firm of J. E. Just & Co. of 
South Lyons. The reason for this Is 
that the senior member of the firm at 
the time of his sudden death from 
heart disease on February 10, was state 
banking commissioner of Michigan. 
The law creating this ottice provides 
that ‘’the commissioner or his deputy 
shall not be interesr.ed, directly or in­ 
directly, in any national bank, nor in 
any bank or coriK)i*ation under their 
supervision, not engaged in the busi­ 
ness of banking”. 


It is said that previous to qualifying 
as commissioner Mr. Just transferred 
his interest in this bank as well as in 
another private bank in Stanton to his 
wife. It is now asserted that while the 
papers transferring the South Lyons 
interests were drawn up they were 
never executed. 


Commissioner Just’s partner in the 
South Lyons venture was his brother, 
I. N. Just, resident manager ol the 
business 
On the evening of the day 
on wliich the commissioner was buried 
the brother made an assignment for 
the firm to another brother—W. J. 
Just of Ionia—who has taken charge 
of tbe assets. 


The failure of this firm is the most 
serious blow that South Lyons ever re­ 
ceived. The bank was organized in De­ 
cember, I88U, with a capital stock of 
only $5,000. The 
men 
comprising 
the firm were energetic and as J. 
K. Just had a high rating the bank 
had the implicit confidence of the 
people. This confidence was increased 
by the public spirit. displayt:d by 
the firm which built a handsome 
ollice building in the village, erected 
an elevator and engaged in buying 
lurm produce on an extensive scale, 
thus furnishing a market which iuid 
long been needml. Later on tho Justs 
engaged in the coal business and estab­ 
lished a general store, all of which en­ 
terprises increased the business of tiie 
bank. 


Still another industry established by 
the firm was a furniture factory which 
gave employment to about thirty men. 
It is estimated that in carryiny on 
these various industries since the es­ 
tablishment of the bank the firm bus 
handled not less than $8,000,000. and 
has paid ouG many thousands of dollars 
to the farmers of Wayne, Washtenaw 
and Oakland counties.

Washington, March 4.—Secretary Long 
said at the close of his day at the navy 
department that no word had been re­ 
ceived from the court of inquiry and 
that no orders had been or would be 
given as to the movements of the court 
Irom Key West, as the court 
was 
fully autliorized to shape its own move­ 
ments. The original ordeis to the court 
were Issued by Admiral Slc-ard, us com­ 
mander of the fleet to which the Maine 
belonged, and it has the technical status 
of an admiral’s court, reporting direct­ 
ly to him, both as to its movements and 
as to Its tinal report on the cavise of 
the disaster. 
The understanding here 
is that the court has not concluded its 
work, but will return to Havana to take 
testimony which has been delayed by 
the difficulties in the way of the divers. 
That Admiral Sicard expects this move 
back to Havana was shown by a dis­ 
patch from him a few days ago sug­ 
gesting that arrangements be made for 
a vessel to take the court back. 


U clief for S»tur«'lii|; l*er W umlilp«. 
Arrangements are being made for the 
trip of the cruiser Montgomery and 
gun boat Nashville to Cuban ports with 
relief supplies. 
The navy department 
was advised yesterday that the Mallory 
line steamer leaving New York next 
Saturday would cai'ry, free of charge, 
seventy-five tons of supplies, to ije 
transferred to the Montgomery 
and 
Nashville at Key West. 
The Mallory 
steamer is expected to take about four 
days in the run down the coast, so that 
the transfer to the warships and their 
start to Cui»a cannot be made before 
next Thursday. The two warships were 
poorly adai»ted for carrying supplies, 
having scant quarters for their own 
supplies of cordage, provisions, canvas 
nnd ship’s equipment. 
It is only be­ 
cause they can make the run in day­ 
light that any attempt Is made to carry 
the seventy-five tons of supplies. 


.SuppliRN A ro ConiiiiK in Fr«;»!)-. 


The slate department has had notice 
from the Cuban relief committee at New 
York that it shipped on March 1 from 
New York to Santiago 100.000 pounds of 
relief supplies; on the 2nd, to Havana. 
75.OÎJ0 pounds; yesterday, to Matanzus. 
100.000 pounds, and to Sagua La Grande 
100.000 pounds. In these shipments are 
500.000 grains of quinine consigned to 
each of the posts except Havana. Chair­ 
man Barton, of the central Cuban relief 
committee, has advised the state de­ 
partment that “donations are coming 
forward In great abundance, not only 
In money but more particularly In the 
form of provisions, from all directions. 
The Oregon committee promises ten 
carloads 
and 
possibly 
twenty, 
and 
Omaha, Minneaiiolis and other wustera 
committees are offering shipments by 
the carload."

Murringo in priniitivo times was no 
family or porHoniil arrangomeut. bnC an 
institution of tho community. 
If we 
rcali/e thiti. ninny bithurto unoxplainecl 
euHtonis Qonncutod with it bucnmo at 
onco of signiilcaueo. 
Tb® niombcrs of 
primitivo communities wnre bound to­ 
gether by common intercuts and duties; 
every member of a ciun was bound to 
oonnider the rights of 
fellow aud to 
asKist bim even to bin own hurt. 
Aid 
and succor were indispensable for com­ 
munal ueoessitiei, therefore tbe mur- 
riago of a son or a daughter in every 
small commonwealth was a matter for 
public consideration. The first step thiit 
led to nmtrimony in thotie remote times 
was to capture a wife or to purcbaee.u 
wife, 
lu this tbe whole tribe assisted, 
aud then joined as of right in the fe.s- 
tivitins that gradually grew round the 
niarriago ceremony. 
In short, in those 
days the individual %vas ignored aud 
had no existence save as one of a group. 


Burely we may consider that this led 
to the necessity for the lord of tho man­ 
ors sHuetiou to his teuants' murritige in 
feudal times, the lords of tho manor in 
tho middle ufiOH having appropriated to 
thi*nifii‘lves luuny of the rights of the 
tribal authorities of primitive times. lu 
feudal times no girl could be married to 
any one out of tho manor without tho 
good will of the lord of the soil, and uu 
heiress couhl not be married at all with­ 
out his consent.

in tho manufacture proper, but in the 
BQving of materials and labor by close 
Attention to details that are with ns uu- 
considered triiies. 


•*For example, I saw a little grind­ 
stone in operation at a big works anto- 
matically sharpening lathe and planer 
tools. 
This machine costs probably as 
much as 100 of our ordinary grindstones 
cost, but I see that it automatically 
grinds all the tools for 800 high priced 
raecbanios, and it oi^ly works a few 
hours each day. The skilled mechanics 
in our country frequently stop their reg­ 
ular work to grind their own tools, aud 
then they do it imperfectly. 
In the 
United States tools are all accurately 
ground to the best shape by the ma­ 
chine, 80 that they do more and better 
work on this account in a given time. I 
believe that that machine has brains— 
the brains of the inventor—and it has 
no doubt revolutionized work of this 
kind in American machine shops. This 
is but one ca.se out of many that 1 have 
noted. **—Invention.

At a moderate estimate 400,000 
chaUiqo hands every year in the United 
Kingdom alone, the valuo of them be­ 
ing about £100,000. Of the total num­ 
ber of canaries sold by British dealers 
100,000 at least are **niade in Ger­ 
many,” for it would seem that tho very 
air of England is so enamored of free­ 
dom that, while its native wild birds 
aro tho finest singers iu the world, Ger­ 
man canaries far outnmtch English ca- 
uaries for beauty and persistency of 
song. I have often heard German cana- 
rica continue a single trill for a minute 
and a quarter, aud I have been told of 
one whose trill lasted for two minutes 
and had at least 20 cbangns of note in 
it. This bird was sold for £10. Chiefly 
bred in the Tyrol, round the Hartz 
mountains and in Thuringia, by weav­ 
ers and shoemakers, the German birds 
are collected in August and September 
by tlie dealers and begin to arrive iu 
England iu October. 


But few of the very best birds oome 
to England, and when they do it is gen­ 
erally as birds of passage. In the earlier 
part of tbe season the usual retail price 
ia from 6 to 10 shillings per bird, ac­ 
cording to the quality of the song, these 
prices risiug 60 per cent by the end of 
the year. It is seldom that the finest 
kmgster is thought to be worth more 
than BO shilliugs by the commercial 
Englishman. 
Consequently tbe very 
fine birds are either bought by Gernmu 
birdkeepersorsent to the United States, 
where they readily bring from $20 to 
140 each. 
Tlie average price for the 
birds iu Germany is 5 shilliugs per 
pair.—Good Words.
